Experts’ Views on Condi-

A summing up of what may be 
called the expert opinion of vet- 
eran politicians of both parties in 
the 114 counties of the State ‘on 
election conditions in Missouri, 
which have ‘been printed progres- 
Sively in the

State are in the hands of the St. 
Louis and St. Louis County voters. 
The conclusion has been arrived 
at by relating the candid views of 
political leaders, some within par- 
ty organizations and some with- 
out, to, first, the political records 
of the respective counties in elec- 
tions of recent years, and, second, 
to the accepted division of the 
population as to prohibition and 
religious feeling. 

The Post-Dispatch published the 
expert views by congressional dis- 
tricts over. a period of the past six 
weeks, and they are here sum- 
marized after a rechecking, which 
has resulted in some modifications 
due to changing conditions in some 
districts. 

What Smifh Must Do. 

This summing up leads to the 
calculation that Missouri, outside 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
is Hoover's by a majority of from 
40,000 to 50,006, and that, if Smith 
can equal Senator Reed’s 1922 ma- 
jority in St. Louis and wipe out 
the normal Republican majority of 
nearly 10,000 in St. Louis County, 
he should carry the state.

Of the 113 counties in the state, 
outside of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, the estimates indicate 
there will be Hoover gains over 
1924 in about 93, with Smith gains 
in the 10 counties in which a large 
percentage of the voters are of 
German birth or descent. In the 
counties showing Hoover gains, the 
Democratic defection is due prin- 
cipally to feeling as to religion and 
prohibition.

BROOKHART’S SON

Facts on Electric Share Co.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Ex- 
hibits to show that the assets of 
the Electric Bond & Share Co. had 
grown from $4,440,599 in 1906 to 
$124,195,442 in 1927 were intro- 
duced today in the Federal Trade 
Commission's power investigation. 

Information on details of the 
company’s financial condition was 
obtained by Commission experts 
from the company prior to refusal 
of its officers last week to testify 
or produce records concerning its 
business. 

Numerous tables, showing as- 
sets, liabilities, earnings and sur- 
pluses were submitted by the ex- 
aminers and economists and en- 
tered for the record by Robert E. 
Healy, Commission counsel. These 
said that expenses increased from 
$48,232 to $6,613,°73 between 1906 
and 1927. 

The surplus in 1906 was shown 
in the records as $581,161, and the 
1927 surplus was placed at $21,- 
039,062. The total earnings for 
1906 were placed at $306,513, and 
for 1927 at $18,513,299. 

$1,288,000 in Commissions. 

The financial tables were pre- 
sented by Samuel Meisels, Commis- 
sion economist. These said also 
that the Electric Bond and Share 
Co. had collected commissions from 
the selling of stocks and bonds for 
subsidiary companies amounting in 
1906 to $32,487 and in 1927 to 
$1,288,216. In every instance the 
amounts under the various classi- 
fications were shown as well for 
‘tthe intervening years. 

The records said that profits 
from the sale of stocks and bonds 
had amounted in 1906 to $85,348 
and in 1927 to $288,080. Items of 
collections from subsidiary com- 
panies for various services, such as 
engineering and administrative 
services, were included after 1909. 
Receipts from this source that year 
were put at $29,279, and for 1927 
at $8,084,956. 

Healy also introduced for the 
record that articles of incorpora- 
tion and the by-laws of the com- 
pany. 

Brookhart’s Son Testifies. 

One of the witnesses, Smith W. 
Brookhart Jr., a son of the Iowa 
Senator, who is employed in the 
economics division of the commis.

At 5 o’clock, Eastern standard 
time, last evening the Graf Zeppe- 
lin was reported at 42.30 north, 
54.50 wast, or about 750 miles east 
of Chatham, Mass. At that time it 
appeared to be on a corse that 
would carry it over a southerly 
route toward the Azores. During the 
night, however, Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
the commander, apparently found 
it advisable to change his course 
in order to take advantage of 
favorable Winds and at midnight 
Eastern standard time the Graf 
Zeppelin was reported about 250 
miles northeast of Cape Race, N.

Mackey’s Action Follows 


Grand Jury Denunciation 
of One-Third of Com- 


manders as ‘‘Unfit.”’

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.— 
Mayor Harry A. Mackey today or- 
dered the suspension and the trial 
before the Civil Service Commis- 
sion of the three police inspectors, 
18 Captainsand oneCity Hall de- 
tective declared by the _ special 
grand jury to be “unfit to hold of- 
fice under the municipal govern- 
ment.” These officers constitute 
one-third of the city police com- 
manders. 

The inspectors and Captains 
were accused by the grand jury, 
which is fnvestigating bootlegging 
and police corruption, of having 
given unsatisfactory explanations 
of the source of their large bank 
accounts, 

Severe criticism was 
by the grand jury in 
ment regarding the action of 
Mackey administration in wiping 
out the non-political district plan 
established by Gen. Smedley D. But- 
ler when he was director of public 
safety, and returntng to the old 
system of having police districts 
co-extensive with wards. Much 
corruption, the jury declared, ap- 
peared to be due to this link-up of 
politics and police business. 

The presentment, which came at 
the beginning of the eleventh 
week of the inquiry, listed bank de- 
posits of more than $800,060 as 
having been made by the 21 police 
officers within the last four years. 

The three inspectors, John J. 
Carlin, William J. McFadden and 
John Stuckert, were declared to 
have made total deposits of $336,- 
794. Of this sum, $198,533 was 
credited to Carlin and $102,829 to 
McFadden. Deposits of the cap- 
tains ranged from $3000 to $68,- 
000. 

Presentment. Rakes Officers, 

“These men,” said the present- 
ment. ‘Have or have had during 
the past few years vast amounts of 
money. Their estates, as reflected 
by their bank accounts, for in- 
stance, have increased in size with 
amazing rapidity by the repeated 
accumulation at frequent intervals 
of large sums. In many instances 
the amounts of money which the 
evidence discloses were received 
and handled by many of the men 
at various times amounted on 
many occasions to several times the 
yearly salaries of the particular in- 
dividual concerned, © 

“Our investigation along these 
lines is. not yet fully completed 
and we will be prepared in the 
near future to present to the Court 
the names of certain other police 
officials who fall in the same cate- 
— = #,.9 

“After hearing and analyzing the 
evidence we believe the money re- 
ceived and handled by these men 
was either all or substantially all 
dishonstly acquired, and we there- 
fore have come to the conclusion 
that none of these men is fit to 
hold any position in the municipal 
government.” 

Judge Deplores Situation. 

District Attorney Monaghan, who 
is directing the inquiry, said tke 
presentment had created a situa- 
tion probably without a parallel in 
the history of American cities, 
while Judge Lewis declared that 
the “amazingly sordid recital’ 
should make it clear to citizens of 
Philadelphia why gangsters, boot- 
leggers and gunmen had been able 
to “operate with impunity.”’ 

Asserting that the ‘‘commanders 
of our army of defense” had be- 
come allies of lawlessness, Judge 
Lewis told the District Attorney 
and the grand jurors that if “‘poli- 
tics won't voluntarily separate 
from the police force, some pres- 
sure must be prought.” 

Four of the captains mentioned 
in the grand jury’s presentment al- 
ready were under suspension. Two 
of them, Charles Schoenleber and 
William C. -Knoell, are awaiting 
prison sentence, Schoenleber was 
convicted of conspiracy, extortisn 
and bribery for taking money from 
saloon-keepers. Kneell pleaded 
guilty to similar charges.

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candidacy of Gov. Smith... Mrs. 
Francis B. Sayre, daughter of the 
war-time President, introduced the 
Governor when he spoke in Boston 
last week, There is no uncertain- 
ty in this campaign about the atti- 
tude of the Wilson family, with the 
possible exception of Mrs. William 
G. McAdoo. 

The nominee selected as his text 
a statement from his own speech 
of acceptance: “I am entirely un- 
willing to accept the old order of 
things as the best, unless and un- 
til I become convinced that it can- 
not be made better.” 

As opposed to this progressive 
attitude, he painted a picture of 
Republican smugness, standpatism 
and stagnation. Thus, he said, his 
proposal for tariff reform was met 
with the statement that “the tariff 
cannot be taken out of politics.” 
When he proposed modification of 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act, a Republican spokes- 
man countered with the statement 
that “nothing can be done about 
it.” When he advocated public 
ownership and operation of water- 
power plants, he was met with the 
cry of “Socialism.’’ When he urged 
a reorganization of, Government 
departments, in the interest of ef- 
ficiency, the answer was shrugs 
and silence. He promised that if 
he is elected, “something can, and 
something will be done about these 
things.” 

Discusses Foreign Relations. 


Utterances' on foreign relations 
were couched in rather vague 
terms, and he admitted that it was 
difficult to lay down a definite 
policy in the absence of concrete 
situations. As a general, thing, 
however, he said that his idea of 
foreign relations was that they 
should follow the Golden Rule, and 
he suggested that this also was 
the feeling of the “man in the 
street.” He criticised, by implica- 
tion, the policy of the Coolidge 
administration in Nicaragua, and 
declared himself Mm full agreement 
with the statement of Elihu Root, 
that the rights of small Nations 
should be accorded the same re- 
spect as those of the mightiest em- 
pires. 

Incidentally, he sharply called 
attention to the fact that Senator 
Borah, as chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, 
has constantly been opposed to the 
administration’s Latin-American 
policies, notwithstanding which he 
is supporting Hoover, who has in- 
dorsed the Coolidge policies. Gov. 
Smith emphasized his own beliet 
that the Senate should be more 
frequently consulted by the Presi- 
dent on questions of foreign policy. 
remarking that the language of the 
Constitution showed that its fram- 
ers intended that all foreign poli- 
cies should haye the overwhelming 
support of the country before be- 
ing put into effect. 


Like Demonstration in St. Louis. 


Baltimore’s welcome to the Gov- 
ernor was one of the warmest and 
most spontaneous of the campaign. 
In proportions and fervor, the 
street demonstration which fol- 
lowed his arrival yesterday after- 
noon was strikingly like that whith 
greeted him in St. Louis. There 
were the same great throngs, the 
same blizzard of torn paper, the 
same general manifestation of cor- 
diality. 

The political situation in Mary- 
land likewise is similar to that in 
Missouri. The Democrats count 
upon a vote in wet Baltimore that 
will overcome the dry vote of the 
rural districts. Baltimore, like St. 
Louis, has a Republican city gov- 
ernment, but the Democratic regis 


exceeds the Republican by more 
than 65,000. It is said that if Gov: 
Smith carries Baltimore by more 
than 30,000, he will carry Mary- 
land. Coolidge, in 1924, received 
14,000 more votes than Davis, but 
the combined Davis and La Fol- 
lette vote was 34,000 greater than 
that cast for Coolidge.

One of Them, Sarkis, Is

After three days’ investigation 
of the gang murder of Sam Abchal, 
21 years old, whose body, with a 
bullet wound in the head, was 
found beside a road in French Vil- 
lage, East St. Louis, early Saturday.

Abchal 
had a record of 74 arrests for in- 
vestigation but no convictions. 

Three associates of Abchal, ar- 
rested for questioning, will be re- 
leased for lack of interest in the 
case by East Side authorities. The 
body was found in St. Clair County, 
but the roadhouse is just over the 
line in Madison County. Those er- 
rested were Anthony Sarkis, 19; 
George Faheen, 22, and Peter Lei- 
sure, 15. 

Signs of Struggle at Roadhouse.

There are many well informed 
leaders who profess to see the pos- 
sibility that the Hoover majority 
outstate will reach nearly 100,000, 
and there are enthusiastic Repub- 
licans who put it as high as 190,- 
000, but, if anything like even the 
lower figure is reached, it will be 
through a Hoover vote from a 
class of voters who have not in any 
way indicated their intentions, and 
who have afforded no basis for 
figuring what they will do. 

Democrats are quite frank in 
pinning their hopes of the State on 
St. Louis and Sst. Louis County, 
where there was an immense turn- 
over of Republican votes in the 
Reed-Brewster senatorial election 
in 1922. It is doubtful if there is 
one informed Democratic leader in 
the State who believes Smith will 
get a majority of the outstate vote. 

The disposition, generally, of pol- 
iticlans has been to compare this 
election with the Reed-Brewster 
election because of the similarity 
of the Smith and Reed strength.

30.—Following is the stenographic report of 


speech of Gov. Smith here last night: 


“We consider that. the inde- 
pendence and equal rights of 
smallest and weakest member of 
family of nations deserve as much 
respect as those of greatest em- 
pire. We pretend to no right, privi- 
lege or power that we do not free- 
ly concede to each one of the 
American Republics.” 

The definite statement of policy, 
so far as Latin-America is con- 
cerned, unquestionably received 
the widespread approval of the 
American people (applause). 

How far the present Republican 
administration at Washington ha« 
departed from this definite policy 
you can learn by reading what Sen- 
ator Borah says about the inter- 
vention of the United States in the 
election quarrel in Nicaragua. Now 
we are all prepared to agree wiih 
the declaration that it is the fore- 
most duty of the Government ‘t» 
protect the life and property. of 
citizens of our country, but at the 
Same time we must subscribe to 
the undoubted and _ indisputable 
theory that we have no right :o 
meddle in the internal affairs of 
any other country. (applause). 

In accordance with the Demo- 
cratic platform, in  accordanc: 
with my speech of acceptance, it 
will be the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party not to allow any @ip- 
lomatic relationship to bring about 
the exploitation of the weaker ni- 
tions, for the good and simple rea- 
son that you cannot preach one

Believes in Brotherhood of Man.

Would Restore Monroe Doctrine. . 

Only by that method, talk as we 
may about it, think as we may 
about it—only by that method can 
we make the outlawry of war ef- 
fective. Only by that method can 
we regain confidence of our broth- 
ers in lLatin-America. Only by 
that method can we restore the 
Monroe Doctrine to the place it has 
always held and to the place it 
should always continue to hold— 
a guarantee of peace in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. (Applause). 

Only by that method can we 
hope for arbitration and concilia- 
tion and a peaceful settlement of 
all disputes. Only by that method 
can we hope for an agreement be- 
tween the great naval powers that 
will. lift from off the backs of the 


people the crushing burden of 
naval armament. (Applause). 
Well, there isn’t any use talking 


about it; there is not any use even 
thinking about it while the Repub- 
lican President\continues to quarrel 
with the members of his own party 
in the Senate, with every promise 
that the quarrel is going to con- 
tinue for four more years if they 
are restored to power.

a man of clear vision, of forceful 


speech, gave in unmistakable lal, 


guage to the American people sev- 
eral reasons why it was impossible 
for him to support the candidate 
of his own party, and he particu- 
larly mentioned his attitude on the 
development of natural water pow- 
ers. (Applause). 

Unfortunately, I was denied the 
privilege of hearing the Senator's 
speech. I had just finished my own 
speech in Philadelphia. But I read 
it in the Sunday morning paper. 
And I want to take this public op- 
portunity—because this radio hook- 
up is nation-wide—to express 10 
the Senator my heartfelt gratitude 
for his expression. (Applause). For 
his expression of confidence in ™m* 
and, at the same time, to assure 
him that he will never have any 
cause to regret it. (Applause). 

What is the hidden force 
hind the Republican organization 
and their candidate’ that driv2s 
them into this position, so palpably 
against public opinion ?.. These 
things things do not happen vy 
accident. A man takes the easiest 
path naturally. When he takes one 
that brings great opposition, there 
has got to be some compelling rea- 
son. And whet is it?

Senator Norris disclosed it in nis 
speech Saturday night. It is noth- 
ing more or less than the Améri- 
can power trust, an ags ‘regation 
of men that have their eyes upon 
these power sites, and are waiting

fit. «Applause). 

Certainly nobody that knows 
anything xbout it, or that has read 
anvthing about it, or that has 
heard anything about it, believ 


that we are satisfied wiih the old 
order of things as they apply to 
the structure and the framework 
of the Federal Government. Every- 
body that knows anything about it 
is in this country 
today a crying need for a reovgan- 


ization of the Government in 
Washington. (Appt.use.) Today 
it is a disjointed, scattered, over- 
lapping group of agencies, dupli- 
cating effort, wasting ume, wasting 
energy and wasting money. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Where did the. tnought first 
find public expression? As far 


back as 1920 in the Republican 
platform, when they pledged a re- 
organization of the qovernment in 
the interest of greater efficiency 
and of economy. Well, four years 
passed between 1920 and 1924 and 
nothing happened; and true to its 
od tricks, in 1924, the Republican 
party again promised a reorgani- 
zation of the Government. But 
they made the promese a little bit 
stronger in 1924, because’ they 
promised it in accordance with a 
definite plan that tney claim was 
prepared between 1920 and 1924. 


Well, this is 1928. Nothing has 
happened.

They may 
not be prepared at all times to dis- 
close it (laughter and applause) 
but, of course, tha’ does not mean 
that it does not exist. It does. And 
in this instance it happens to be— 
patronage! 

The Republican machine is a 
costly ‘and high-powered article, 
and the cost of operating it is sad- 
died upon the American people in 
the form of patronage. That is the 
grease that oils the machine. (Ap- 
plause. ) And although the cost 
may come out of the pocketbooks 
of every man and woman in the 
country, nevertheless under the 
Republican doctrine and according 
to the Republican record, you have 
no right to expect any reorganiza- 
tion if ft interferes in the slightest 
degree with that very natural per- 
quisite of the machine—the grease 
to make it run. (Apptause.) 

It has been variously estimated

(Laughter) that is causing no end 
of worry in the Republican camp!

Why, the American people can | 
constitute themselves a commission 
on this subject. because everybody 
knows all about it (applause), and 
anyone who does not can find out 
all he wants to find out about i 
by consulting the senatorial records 
in Washingtcn. and getting the evi- 
dence of the Republican enforce- 
ment officials given under oath he- 
fore the Senate committee that in- 
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vestigated the nonenforcement of | 


it. (Applause.) 
Gov. Hughes says it is ‘fa sham 
battle” and that nothing can be 


done about it. This is ‘another 
example of the old order of things 
—“‘let it alone, nothing can be 
done about it.’ 

The trouble with the Republican 
party is that it is up to its old 
trick of trving - wr*t-- ’ 
both shoulders. When they are 
among the drys they talk and they 
act dry, and when they are among 
the wets they push around. the 
propaganda that ‘nothing can be 
done about it.” (Laughter and ap- 
plause. ) 

With this theory of stand-patism, 
of course, the Democratic. party 
under my leadership violently dis- 
agrees, because we have faith and 
confidence in the ability and the 
sound, common sense of the rank 
and file of the American people. 
We believe they can solve the prob- 
lem when given the facts and that 
there is no reason for saying that 
nothing can be done about it. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Wiggling and Wobbling.” 

Now, let me take your mind back 
over a short period of eight years. 
Do you remember traveling along 
the highways and seeing a number 
of Republican political campaign 
rosters which said, “let us get 
away from wiggle and wobhle.’’ 
The last seven and a half years 
have been **> gr atest perio*® «1 
wiggling and wobbling the country 
has ever known. (Laughter and 
applause.) And incidentally let ine 
say to you that the chief spokes- 
men of the Republican party to- 
day are wiggling and wobbling all 
over the lot on this question of pro- 
hibition.

(Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

While that is going on, the Re- 
publican candidate is caught be- 
tween the wiggle and the wobble, 
and he finally manages to get off 
the hook entirely by calling tt “a 
noble erperiment” (Tanghter «na

applause.) 

Let us see how they have wig- 
gled and wobbled on this question 
in their own platform. 1 will take 
their own platform, and they will 
have ample opportunity between 
now and this night week to deny 
what I say if it is not so. (Ap- 
plause.) Here is what the party 
platform said: 

“There is a real need in the 
country today to revitalize funda- 
mental principles. ‘Tnere is a real 
need of restoring the indiv.dual 
and local sense of responsibility 
and self reliance.

Calls G. O. P. Plank State Rights, 

What does that mean? I will 
tell you what it means. I will ad- 
mit it is a lot of language, but it 
really means states rights. (Ap- 
plause.) Now, if they meant that, 
if they were honest about it, if 
they put it into the platform in 
good faith, the only thing left for 
them to do so far as the prohibi- 
tion question is concerned is to ac- 
cept my suggestion of applying to 
the solution of that problem the 
principle of states’ rights. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Tet us see how far the leaders 
of the party have gone to deny that 
very plank of their platform, and 
how far they have gone to make 
it meaningless and reduce it to 
nothing. First, take the candidate 
himself. He says that my program 
is “‘socialistic.’’ Senator Borah, al- 
though subscribing to this plank i1 
the platform, turns his back clearly 
upon it and in effect says there is 
no such thing as_ states’ rights 
when it comes to this question, be- 
cause the perpetuation of the pres- 
ent conditions is the paramount is- 
sue of the campaign. Talk about 
wiggle and wobble. There is as 
glaring an example of it as you can 
find any place in political history. 
(Applause. ) 

What is the trouble there? We 
discovered what the trouble was 
with regard to the water power. 
What is the trouble? 1 will tell 
vou what it is. The Republican 
party .is held right down to the 
earth by the power and th _ influ- 
ences of the forces of intolerance. 
(Loud applause.) 

I know of no man tn the polit- 
ical history of today who has ren- 
dered as signal a service to the 
well founded, good old Democratic 
doctrine of states’ rights than your 
own Gov. Richie. (Loud applause.) 
And it is because he is on the plat- 
form here that I feel that I can 
talk to you freely and _ $ frankly 
about it.. The Republican party |! 
said was held down, held down by 
an organization that has for its 
purpose the destruction of the the- 
ory of: states’ rights in order that 
they -may by the power of central- 
ized government force thei: opin- 
ions about personal conduct on the 
rest of the American people. (Ap- 

plause. ) 

Now, I hold that this is a rather 
serious matter, because I firmly 
believe that nothing goes further 
to weaken the structure of Gov- 
ernment than an organized group 
that can use money and power and 
influence to coerce, aye, even to 
browbeat men in public office. 
(Applause.) To my way of think- 


ing, it is a kind of political black- 
mail, that the American people 
will never. tolerate. (Loud ap- 


plause.) 

The Republican candidate wrote 
something on the question of “in- 
dividualism.” Let me read it to 
you. He was referring to propa- 
ganda associations and this is what 
he said about them: . “If they de- 
velop into warring interests, if they 
dominate legislators and intimidate 
public officials, if they are to be a 
new setting of tyranny, then they 
will destroy the foundation of in- 
dividualism.”’ 

Assails Dry League. 


_ Now, does Mr. Hoover deny that 
the Anti-Saloon League is a propa- 
ganda association’? If 
would like to know what he thinks 
it is. Will Mr. Hoover deny for 
a minute that the  Anti-Saloon 
League in its higtory has dominated 
legislators? Why. its own presi- 
dent said, “We opened offices in 
a building right directly opposite 
the Capitol, where we can keep 
our eyes on these fellows.” (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) . 

Does Mr. Hoover hold for a min- 
ute that in its operdtions the Anti- 
Saloon League has never.attempted 
to intimidate officials? He knows 
differently, so'’do I. (Applause.) 

Why we had a sample of it just 
within a few days. AS soon as 
the word flashed around this coun- 
try that Senator Norris of Nebraska 
proposed to make a speech for me 
on Saturday night, the coercion and 
the intimidation started and here 
is the notice that was served by the 
Anti-Saloon League: 

“The Anti-Saloon League has al- 
ways supported Norris in the past 
but if he makes this speech for 
Smith, the league is through’ with 
him. The Anti-Saloon League will 
oppose Norris in future campaigns 
if he does this thing.” 

That is a threat, that is a cold- 
blooded threat. What does it 
mean? It means that all of Sen- 
ator Norris’ great work in the Sen- 
ate, all the efforts that he put 
into the advancement of progres- 
sive legislation, all that he did for 
men, women and children through- 
out this country, falls to the ground 
and crumbles into dust in the eyes 
of the Anti-Saloon League just as 
soon as he runs counter to their 
ideas and just as soon as he gets 
out of tune with their bigotry and 
their intolerance. (Cheers.) 

One of the woaret things that the

Anti-Saloon League can be charg-d 
with is the flood of propaganda 
that they have spread throughout 
this country in an effort to make 
God-fearing men and God-fearing 
women believe that the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act 
are dogmas of religion. (Applause). 
No church that I ever heard of, nc 
church that you ever heard of, at- 
tempted to make the eighteenth 
amendment or. the Volstead act 
an act of faith. (Applause). What 
is it? It is nothing more than legz- 
islation passed in the stress of war 
and lobbied through the Congress 
by the browbeating methods of the 
Anti-Saloon League. (Applause). 
For as long as I can remember 
every religion teaches us the value 
of sobriety, it teaches us the value 
of temperance and it also teaches 
us the danger of over-indulgenc:2 
(applause) and I cannot escape .he 
thought that it must be quite a 
shock to the American people v9 
have the moral power of the 
church used to impress men and 
women with the idea that in falk- 
ing against the eighteenth amend- 
ment or the Volstead act they ire 
against every church, or that they 
have sinned against God himself.

(Applause). If it was not cut on 
the slabs of stone that were hand- 
ed down to Moses on the Mount it 
is not a sin, and the Volstead act 
was only passed in 1919 over the 
veto of President Wilson. (Laugh- 
ter and applause). 

Rakes Ku Klux Klan. 

While we are on the subject of 
the influences behind the Repub- 
lican party do not let us overlook 
another element, and Maryland to 
my way of thinking is the place to 
talk about it, because during her 
history she has been devoted to 
American principles, and especial- 
ly to the principle of religious 
freedom. (Applause). ] have in 
my mind that gallant band of pa- 
triots known as the Ku Klux Klan. 
I never heard the words without 
having the thought flashed across 
my mind, what must the American 
people think after countless bil- 
lions of dollars they have poured 
into the cost of public education, to 
see reared up in a country like ours 
an organization calling itself ‘one 
hundred percent American,” with- 
out the slightest notion or che 
slightest conception or the slightest 
understanding of American ideals 
or American principles. (ADP- 
plause). 

Certainly nobody would have the 
hardihood to deny that that or- 
ganization is promoting the Re- 
publican candidacy; and there is 
also abundant evidence that it is 
receiving a good deai of encour- 
agement from some Kepublican 
lead-rs.

The 
newspaper man questioned him 
further, and he asked him whether 
the plans of the national com: t- 
tee were submitted to him for ap- 
proval when they concerned New 
Jersey. Now, pay close attention 
to this answer. This man was

he blurted out the truth. Listen 
to what he said in answer to that 
question:

(Laughter) but they have gotten 
us in trouble before. Once or twice 
they have gone over our heads on 
this religious question.

However, let me note a signifi- 


cant fact. One of the owners of 
that paper is the chairman of the 
Republican State Committee of 
Virginia, and according to the pub- 
lic press he was a member of Re- 
Publican presidential candidate’s 
Party on its way to Tennessee, 
where he made a speech recently. 
I was born in the United Sttaes, 
80 was my father and my mother 
(applause) and from the time I was | 
old enough to understand anything 
my mother taught me to believe 
that the greatest thing about this 
country was that noble expression 
in the Declaration of Independence 
that all men are created equal.

I must tell 
you a little story. Recently I made 
a trip to the State of Indiana. I!

As 
we were passing along in the train 
I saw in the darkness by the side 
of the track a blazing cross, and 
one of the men in charge of train 
told me that that was symbolic of 
Klan’s defiance of me.

What ex- 
cites me most is the hollow and 
blasphemous mockery ef _  it—to 
raise between Heaven and earth 
the emblem of Christianity as a de- 
fiance to a fellow citizen, the Exec- 
utive of a great State! (Loud ap- 
plause.) So far as I am concerned 
I would rather go down to ignomi- 
nious defeat than to be elected 
to any office in this country, if to 
accomplish it I had to have the 
support of any group with such 
perverted ideas of Americanism. 
(Applause. ) 

That they have been against me 
in my own State all during my 
governorship there can be 10 
doubt. It never changed the re- 
sult, though, because after all a 
comparatively small number of 
people pay attention to a misled, if 
not an ignorant group. (Applause.) 

I made myself perfectly clear on 
this in the city of Oklahoma City, 
and here is what I said: 

“I seek support in this campaign 
only upon the record and upon the 
pledge and promise of what I am 
able to do for the benefit of all 
the people of the United States. I 
want no support because of mv 
religious belief. I repeat, firm ad- 
herence to the American doctrine 
of separation of church and state.

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Is this a violation of the letter and spirit 
of the law?

The whole course ef Congressional debate 
on publicity laws since 1904.shows an inten- 
tion to include bodies unofficially and tem- 
porarily engaging in politics as well as reg- 
ular party organizations; to cover trusts, 
business associations and what not. For at 
least the temperary purposes of this cam- 
paign, the Klan, Anti-Saloon League, W. C. 
T. UCU. and the anti-Catholic organizations 
have become “political committees’ under 
the law. They are substantially defying the 
Corrupt Practices Act. The spirit of this 
defiance is not the same for all three bodies. 
The anti-Catholic agencies are nocturnal, 
skulking, back-stabbing groups which keep 
carefully out of sight. Most of them have 
no incorporation, no known offices, no let- 
terheads, no visible existence; they have 
as much use for publicity as burgiars. The 
Klan is half in and half out of this cate- 
gory. But the Anti-Saloon League and the 
kindred bodies veil their evasion of the law 
under moral pretenses. 

It is not a healthy fact that great bodies, 
with agents, attorneys, lobbies and moun- 
tains of propaganda, should be above the 
law. It is a still more menacing fact that 
widely-ramified secret associations. backed 
by powerful funds of hidden origin, should 
be allowed to operate in obscurity. Corrupt 
practices legislation was planned to accom- 
plish two chief objects. By throwing con- 
stant light upon campaign expenditures, it 
was believed that it would enable public 
sentiment to check excesses and prevent the 
funds from becoming engines of corruption. 
By revealing the sources of funds, it was be- 
lieved that it would prevent the dark mach- 
inations of aggressive and sinister bodies, 
manipulating votes and even parties from 
behind a curtain of secrecy. This second ob- 
ject is now being defeated. In 1904 and aft- 
erward it was big business that was princi- 
pally feared. But there is no less a menace 
in the rise of the new organizations; there 
is ewen a greater danger in the secret po- 
litical activities of bodies promoting the 
ends of ecclesiasticism, bigotry and a special 
sumptuary system 

The agency to apply this check is at hand. 
Both the Senate and House last spring cre- 
ated committees to hold public hearings znd 
scrutinize’ both campaign contributions ind 
expenditures. The House committee is 
strongly partisan and has remained inactive. 
But the Senate committee, with Senator 
Steiwer of Oregon as chairman, and includ- 
ing Senators Dale. McMaster, Barkley and 
Bratton, has before it the exampie of Mr. 
Borah’s effective committee in 1924. Though 
three ef the five members are Republican, 
Senator McMaster at least could be counted 
upon to forget partisan considerations and 
make an inquiry into secret funds genuinme- 
ly useful.

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X-RAY CAMERA SHOWS. 
PROGESSES OF GROWTH 


New Motion Picture Device to 
Be Used in Studying Or- 
igin of Life.

BERKELEY, Cal, Oct. 30.—An 
X-ray motion picture camera here 
makes film disclosing action very 
close to the sources of growth, life 
and death. 


It is the invention of Dr. Arthur 
C. Pillsbury of Berkeley. The pic- 
tures record hitherto unseen pro-:- 
esses of development of plants and 
animals. 

Dr. Piilsbury has filmed the pol- 
len fertilization of plant life, using 
magnifying glass and microscope to 
enlarge the action 100,000 times. 
The record shows surprising acti’- 
ity of the pollen grains. One grain 
was photographed which struck a 
barrier of foreign substance as it 
was attracted toward another and 
Which bumped this barrier about 
190 times before getting past it. 
The pollen grains photographed 
were in a drop of sweetened water. 

Filming of life action in a pi- 
gseon’s egg, from the first day of 
incubation to hatching, and the 
knitting of a bone in a rat’s Leg 
are two experiments contemplated, 
Another experiment is the filming 
simultaneously of the growth of a 
Plant above ground and its root 
development. 

The apparatus operates automat- 
ically, ranging from one exposure 
each 30 seconds to one an hour. 
Thus it may require a month to 
take a series which can be project- 
ed on the screen in 40 seconds. 
Four to 11,009 volts are used for 
the X-ray pictures, as compared 
with 30 to 70,000 volts em ployed 
for surgical photography.

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Early Voting Suggested and 
Employers Are Urged to 
Give Employes the Neces- 
sary lime Off. 
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Acting as attorney for the Re- 
publican City and State Commit- 
| tees, Edward W.. Foristel, a party 
leader here, has asked Attorney- 
General Shartel for an opinion on 
the right of Missouri voters who are 
in line at the polis at the closing 
hour, 7 p. m., to cast their ballots 
| after that time. 

In newspaper advertisements 
yesterday, instructing how to mark 
the blanket bollot im next Tues- 
day’s election, the St. Louis Elec- 
tion Board said: “The polis close 
| at 7 o’clock and no ballot may be 
put in after that time, regardless 
of how long the voter may have 
| been in the polling place.” 

This rule ik based on the State 
law governing hours for the poll- 
ing places to be open, which leaves 
the board powerless to extend the 
time. The quadrennial! registration 
a month ago, putting more than 
362,000 voters on the books in St. 
Louis, was so heavy that Repub- 
lican party leaders and other ob- 
servers have become disturbed 
over the possibility that all those 
who apply may not have time to 
vote. The average number of vot- 
ers in the 670 precincts is about 
540, and it was not practicable to 
create mure precincts. 

Election Commissioners say am- 
ple facilities have been provided to 
permit every registered voter to 
cast a balipt, provided, of course, 
the voters follow the customary re- 
minder to “vote early” and avoid 
the thirteenth-hour jam. The larg- 
est precinct this years has 922 
registered voters, and the commis- 
sioners recalled that more than 
1000 out of a registration of 1300 
voted in one precinct at the gen- 
eral election in 1920. 


Foristel’s Voting Suggestion. 

Foristel contends that every one 
who is in line at closing time is 
entitled to vote. He suggests that 
the policeman at each polling place 
could station himself at the end of 
the line at 7 p. m. to keep late 
comers from joining. Chairman 
Eigel of the Election Board, how- 
ewer, declared there would be plen- 
ty of time for all voters to cast 
ballots if the bulk of them would 
not delay until the end of the day. 
He said the Board would accept 
the ruling if the Attorney-Genera] 
held that voters in line could vote 
after 7 p. m. 

In addition to urging voters to 
appear at the polls as early in the 
day aS possible, the Election Board 
makes the suggestion to employers 
that they make special arrange- 
ments to let workers off in shifts 
during the day to vote. There isa 
law providing that employes are 
entitled to four hours off duty for 
voting and shall not be discharged 
for claiming that time. 

There are 780 minutes in the 
voting day, from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m., 
but more than one voter can mark 
the ballot ata time. Each polling 
place is provided with a voter’s 
booth for every 100 voters regis- 
tered in the precinct or fraction of 
100 and likely a few extra ones 
will be sent to the largest  pre- 
cincts. There are 182 precincts 
with 600 or more voters registered, 
including 40 having between 700 
and 800 voters, seven having be- 
tween 800 and 900 and one with 
922. Of course, every one regis- 
tered will not vote.

have been given to understand 
that itis. Personally, I have never 
had any, so I don’t Know what it 
feels like, and I am not quite sure 
that it is a good thing on the stage, 
except perhaps in small doses. I 
have known a good many very am- 
bitious actors and actresses and I 
find that they are generally dis- 
satisfied with the thing they are 
doing. It is never quite good 
enough for them. That seems to 
me a dangerous condition of mind. 
If you feel superior to the part 
you are playing and superior to 
the audience before which you are 
appearing, your performance is 
bound to*suffer. 


I imagine that this same mental 
attitude must be equally detrimen- 
tal in any other business. Of 
course, I do not suggest that one 
should not desire to advance, but 
I think it is a good thing to make 
up your mind that the position on 
the ladder in which you find your- 
self is where you belong at that 
particular moment and that it is 
advisable to establish yourself firm- 
ly there, in order to prevent the 
possibility of being forced to step 
down. 


Recently a young lady came to 
me for advice. She was “just dy- 
ing to go on the stage.” She told 
me that she knew she would be a 
success. She felt it here. If she 
only was given a chance, she 
would make all Broadway — talk. 
She said she didn’t want to play 
any of your quiet, namby-pamby 
parts. She wanted the kind of 
part, where she had to say “My 
God!”, and she flung out her arms 
and rolled her eyes a good deal. 
And she begged me to send her to 
a manager who would appreciate 
her.

but I couldn’t think of one at 

the moment who would be like- 
ly to offer. her just the kind of 
part she wanted. I know just how 
she felt. She had a vision of her- 
self dashing to the center of the 
stage, in the limelight, and play- 
ing an impassioned scene 10 times 
better than the best actress she 
had ever seen. Sne had probably 
done it many times in her own 
bedroom, entirely to her own sat- 
isfaction. In fact, she told me 
she had. But it is so easy to act 
in your own 1 ae I used to 
do it beautifully en I was®a 
young actor. And when I after- 
wards did it at rehearsal in a the- 
ater, I have seen the producer 
groan in an agony of despair. 

Of course, what my aspiring 


that the really important charac- 


ter on the stage that says “My 
God!” has probably a good deal 
more to say. There has to be 


something to lead up to this ex- 
clamation if it is intended to elec- 
trify an,audience. There are prob- 
ably two solid acts of what she 
would call namby-pamby _ stuff, 
light comedy, repressed emotion, 
mere conversation. It is the 
namby-pamby stuff that shows the 
real value of an actor or an ac- 
tress. The big emotional scenes are 
as a rule comparatively easy to 
play. Up to a certain point they 
play themselves. <A scene in which 
an actress, in a great sweep of 
passion, drags down the hangings 
from the windows, lets down her 
hair, beats the palms of her hands 
on the closed door and writhes on 
the floor and takes 12 curtain 
calls with her hand on her palpi- 
tating heart—this is the kind of a 
scene that actors speak lightly of 
as “the scene where she bites the 
furniture.” That’s what we call 
easy. 

Of course, One person can do 
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young visitor had not realized was| 


it better than another, but almost 
anyone with careful direction, can 
do it well enough to be effective. 
It is quite within the bounds of 
possibility that my young visitor 
could have done it with a few les- 
sons very creditably. But the 
-ability to do that is not what car- 
ries an actor to ultimate success.

HE test of an actor is in the 


quiet scenes, the explanatory 
scenes, in the padding and the apt- 
| written dialogue, that has to be 
made virtually interesting to an 
audience; the scenes that leac up 
to the great. situation, without 
which the big scene is going to fall 
flat. The successful actor has to 
'make bricks without straw. 

I don’t mean to say that an 
actor can carry a thoroughly bad 
play to success. I don’t think he 
can. I don’t think he ever has been 
able to. There are dramas which 
we sometimes speak of as bad and 
which have succeeded through the 
great ability of the leading actor, 
but in such plays there is always 
something that appeals. It may be 
a primitive love story, or a mother 
love, or the love of a crippled child. 
There is something in the play to 
come to the actor’s rescue, or with 
all his powers he would never be 
able to save it. Bu.; what the good 
octor of experience can do is to 
lift to a certain level of distinction 
a play that is in reality only me- 
diocre, and to show perhaps a 
small profit for the manager on 
something that would otherwise 
have proved a financial failure. 

That is, I suppose, why we still 
have the “star” system, because 
the commercial manager (and 
every manager has to be commer- 
cial if the theater is to live) has 
found that it pays him to form a 
partnership with an actor whom 
an audience feels it can depend 
upon for, at any rate, a sound per- 
formance. And if we take time to 
make a list of dependable stars, 
we shall find, I think, that they 
nearly all are men and women 
of. experience—actors who have 
“been through the mill.” And 
often it has been a long, long 
grind, years of fleeting successes, 
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agonizing failures, heart-breaking | 
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experiences, bad blunders, desper- 
ate efforts. I worked for 10 years 
before I was ever noticed—worked 
in all kinds of companies, good and 
bad; sometimes doing well, some- 
times making an ass of myself, 
often spoiling the other actors. 


HAVE a feeling that the large 

majority of young men and 

women who desire to enter the 
dramatic profession are attracted 
to it mainly because they believe 
that it is a pleasant and easy way 
of getting a living; that the chances 
of considerable financial return are 
far greater than in most other 
walks of life. 

I do not desire to discourage any 
aspirant to the stage, for I realize 
that we are not so overwhelmed 
with talented actors and actresses 
than we can afford to shut out any 
pudding genius. But since I am so 
frequently called upon to give ad- 
vice to young people, it might be 
as well to point out that of all the 
elements that go to make up a suc- 
cessful stage career, Luck is per- 
haps the least to be depended upon. 
in fact, the most unfortunate thing 
that can happen to a young actor 
is to be Lucky. 

I suppose that assertion requires 
some explanation. Let us assume, 
for instance, that I had sent the 
ambitious young lady I have re- 
ferred to who came to me for ad- 
vice, suppose I had sent her to a 
manager who had been able to 
give her some spectacular “bit” 
similar to the one she had dream- 
ed about in her bedroom. It might 
even have been in a bedroom scene 
(so many emotional scenes happen 
there in up-to-date plays), which 
perhaps would have given’ her 
courage, and supposing the com- 
bination of her flashing arms and 
her rolling eyss had been just 
what was required in that scene. 
It is possible that the newspapers 
the next day would have said that 
she recalled Duse in her younger 
days, or perhaps Bernhardt in her 
glory, or at any rate “Here is a 
young actress ‘who Will go far.” 
And all her friends would tell her 
that she was “made.” ‘That is the 


kind of misfortune I mean. 


W 


HAT happens to her now? A 
manager “finds her a play” 
and she fails from lack of ex- 
perience. She cannot carry the 
purden. Another manager per- 
haps gives her further opportun- 
ity and she fails again for the 
same reason. In point of fact. she 
is found out. She has no back- 
bone of experience; she has traded 
on her emotion—a quality that can 
never be depended upon to carry 
you far on the road to success. 
She is dropped and becomes 2 dis- 
satisfied young woman perhaps 
ever afterward. At best she has to 
go through years of disappoint- 
ment while she learns her busi- 
ness and she is terribly handi- 
capped by the fact that she has 
been tried and found wanting. 
There may be such a thing as 
Heaven-born genius, but there is 
no Heaven-born actress. Acting is 
an art or a_ business, whichever 
vou like to call it: and it has to be 
learned just as surely as any other 
business if the aspirant ‘is to have 
a fair chance of success. 

It is a great tragedy in the ca- 
reer of an actor to get his chance 
too soon.
